a* A large new camp l e* is under construction just north 
of Fevlsdar and east of favlodar Urfiald at 52° 18*H, 76° 59’ *. 
It eonsista of a possible Agricultnral Canbine Mnauhcturing Plant 
(in the early stages of construction and reportedly planned to 
he the largest plant in the Soviet felon) j a possible theraal- 
electric power pleat under const ruction (reportedly planned for 
100 aegawette) , and a large eenstruction Materials plant where 
bonding aaterlala are stored and proc ess e d . Each of these in- 
stallations has its own security fence with gourd towers. 

h. Of recent construction near S tallest is the Kusustskl 
(Stalin) fetallargical Combine located at approximately 
53 43* I - 87° 13* M, just southwest of the snail town of 
Abagur. This plant reportedly processes iron ora for the 
Stalin Iron and Steel Facilities in Staliusk. 

a* A large industry under eoustruetic® was discovered at 
Ssmipalatinsk on the west aids of the river. The location 
approximately 50° 24' S, 80« 12* E, is approximately 90 nautical 
miles cast of th* Special Weapons Proving Grounds. 8© connec- 
tion with the proving grounds 1# apparent. Tho presence of 
two tall stacks, three possible settling teaks under construe - 
tlon, and the general appearance of the buildings under con- 
struction indicate that this will ho a cement plant. However, 
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witlj this inataliatloo in such early stages, this ir.ter- 
pnetatio** cannot he consider* d conclusive . •scurity 
measures hers also includs a fmm with guard towers. 
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
